Wards Off Radar Fire on Planes 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Allied 
plane losses from ground gunfire 
have been cut by the use of thin 


strips of aluminum foil dropped 
by bomber and fighter planes, it 


was revealed today when details 
of a relatively new antiradar de- 
vice were made public. 

The foil strips, perfected after

ducted by the Radio Research 


Laboratory of Harvard University |

High Rents for Soldiers’ Wives 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I visited my soldier son at Scott Field 
in March. His wife has four rooms. in 
Belleville with another soldier's wife, 
and the rent is $20 a week. The floors 
are covered with linoleum, and there is 
not even a throw rug. The beds are bare 
of spreads. 

They share the bathroom downstairs 
with the owners and also with two oth- 
er soldiers’ wives. They are restricted 
to taking baths on Wednesday and Sat- 
urday, to save water. They can wash 
clothes only on Saturday, when the 
landlady runs things through the ma- 


chine. During the week, the landlady 
washes and stretches curtains for out- 
siders. 


The rooms have furniture that is old 
and worn. I could understand the $20- 
a-week rent in a place like Detroit, where 
men are earning wages high enough to 
pay such prices. But in Detroit we have 
an OPA which checks exorbitant rents. 
We own our home and rent the upper 
fiat. It has three rooms, equipped with 
modern furniture, including an electric 
stove and refrigerator, There is also a 
private bath. For this we are allowed 
to charge only $40 a month. 

This is quite a contrast to the $80 a 
month my son’s wife and her friend 
pay. As they pay by the week, they have 
to pay $100 in months when there are 
five rent days. 

My son and the other soldiers are 
fighting for this landlady as much as 
for anyone else. Can there be any jus- 
tice in Belleville, with such instances 
as this? I talked to other soldiers’ 
wives and they were quite bitter.

Disavowal of an Estimate

I have just seen what the Missouri 
Public Expenditure Survey calls an “Ac- 
tiongram.”

It is further stated in this “Action- 
Kram” that."“the State Social Security 
administration has estimated that such 
a jaw would result in a 24 per cent re- 
duction in the number on old-age assist- 
ance rolls.” 

Because you may believe that we sup- 
plied such an estimate to the author of 
the “Actiongram” and so you will know 
as much about the facts as we do, this 
is to advise you that we did not supply 
such an estimate and that we do not 
know what effect such a law would 
have upon the size of old-age assistance 
rolls in Missouri. 

There is not available to us sufficient 
data to enable us to make an intelligent 
estimate of this kind, and because we 
do not have it, we have not made one,

For a Fair Jury Provision 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “Trouble Ahead on 
Woman Jurors,” which deplores the pos- 
sibility of a continuing equal rights bat- 
tle, wisely recommends a f&ir and 
sensible jury bill. It is the hope of the 
Missouri League of Women Voters that 
when the Constitutional Convention 
takes action on jury service, its dele- 
gates will see fit to treat women as citi- 
zens, asking no special privileges and 
receiving none, and will approve the rec- 
ommendation of the committee on the 
Bill of Rights which provides, “No per- 
son shall be disqualified from jury serv- 
ice on account of sex.”

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The method of declaring distillery dividends 
in whisky should be pretty well established as 
legal by the American Distilling Co.'s successful 
defense, last week, of a suit in United States 
district court at Peoria, Ill. Still earlier, 
Tom Moore Distillery Co. had been able to beat 
off two court actions. 

The whisky-dividend system is a tax evasion 
scheme within the law. The $8,000,000 in whisky 
which American Distilling will distribute to its 
stockholders is 10 times as much as the stock- 
holders would receive if the,whisky were sold 
on the open market and the receipts were sub- 
ject to a 90 per cent excess profits tax. On it, 
the stockholders will pay comparatively minor 
taxes. It has been estimated that thee Govern- 
ment stands to lose between $7,000,000 and $20,- 
000,000 in taxes if other companies follow the 
example of Tom Moore and American Distilling. 

A still worse feature of the whisky dividend 
is its effect on the liquor black market. As an 
analysis in the New York Times put it, “There 
has been the fear that part of the liquor might 
go into bootleg channels through ignorance of 
some stockholders and through the devising of 
others.” With this in mind, OPA has ruled that 
when a distillery declares a whisky dividend it 
must notify the stockholders of the maximum 
legal price, and stockholders who sell their 
whisky dividends must report the sales to the 
OPA district office within 10 days. 

As a result of the dividend, the whisky 
the American Distilling Co. will be in 
hands of 12,000 stockholders. Instead of having 
only one source of liquor to watch to be sure 
it does not go into black-market channels, the 
Government will be confronted with 12,000 
sources to watch. The policing gob is a mani- 
fest impossibility. 

The temptation placed in the hands of stock- 
holders is enormous. For $30 in stock, a share- 
holder can get a barrel of whisky—60 gallons. 
This amounts to a price of 60 cents a gallon. 
lHiow many stockholders are going to sell their 
whisky at legal OPA ceilings when there is 
get-rich-quick money between the 60-cents-a- 
gallon price they are paying and the black-market 
prices they will be importuned to accept? How 
much black-market profit is there for this 60- 
cent whisky? Easily $20 a gallon; probabiy 
much more. 

Every gallon of the whisky that finds its way 
into the black market will reduce the ability 
of the legal liquor retailers to compete with the 
criminal retailers—and American Distilling’s 
stock can be a tremendous force on one side or 


the

another. It is the fifth largest in the country, 
amounting to 245,000 barrels, or 2,250,000 
gallons. 

The American Distilling Co. may be, and 


apparently is, able under the law to disclaim its 
responsibility to society and to throw a stock 
of whisky on the market under conditions which 
predispose its passage into black-market chan- 
nels. 

Congress should remedy this defect in the law 
by enacting legislation requiring every distiller 
to recognize the public interest in the liquor 
business by making himself irrevocably re- 
sponsible for the legal marketing of his product. 

Uniess Congress acts in this regard, and 
promptly, criminal racketeering in liquor will 
not be long in having the legitimate liquor in- 
dustry by the throat.

Turkey Heeds a Warning 

The United States, with traditional respect 
for the rights of sovereignty, has sought to avoid 
any semblance of coercion in its wartime dealings 
with neutrals. It has occasionally suffered a 
reputation for weakness rather than generosity in 
so doing. For that reason, Secretary Hull’s stilf 
and belated warning to neutrals in his recent 
speech was welcomed. So are its repercussions.

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The Time Is Now 

The Municipal Airport Commission, meeting 
this afternoon, has now got something it can sink 
its teeth into. At the request of Mayor Kauf- 
mann, a member of that commission, Oliver Parks, 
has prepared a detailed and specific summary of 
what he believes the metropolitan area will have 
to do to bid heavily for a postwar role as a major 
air terminal and aviation center. It is safe to 
say that unless the commission receives this pros- 
pectus with open air-mindedness, St. Louis may 
very well find itself floundering in an aviation 
vacuum five years after the war is ended. 

This is not to imply that the Parks plan Is 
without flaw, It is not presented as such. But it 
does combine the ideas of many experts. It does 


follow the pattern of advanced planning in other 


key cities, It does at last give the commission, 
reorganized in June, 1941, by the late Mayor 
Becker with every incentive to get under way, 
some vital decisions to make. 


St. Louis has made snail’s pace progress in the 
past eight years—one 6000-foot concrete runway 
udded to Lambert Field at Federal expense, Yet 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce William Burden 
is authority for the fact that the Government has 
spent $800,000,000 on airports for non-military 
purposes and that half that money has been spent 
in the past three years. St. Louis, despite stra- 
tegic location and a metropolitan area population 
of 1,500,000, got only a small fraction of that 
expenditure. A principal reason is that St. Louis 
was not ready, with blueprints, figures and ex- 
pert engineering data, to present its case in 
Washington. 


That is still true. Si. Louis is not yet ready. 
The CAA survey of the national plan for airport 
development is expected to be completed by May 1. 
Plans and estimates which. expand the original 
1939 program to include 6000 airports through- 
out the country will be submitted to the Bureau 
of ithe Budget and then to Congress, Mr. Burden 
estimates that at least another $800,000,000 will 
be spent on airport development within three 


years following the war, Where is St. Louis in 
this picture?

Five British war correspondents in Burma an- 
nounce that it is useless to continue trying to 
send news as long as the censorship remains as 
at present, and that they will cease reporting 
events there until they are permitted to do so 
accurately.

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Dewey’ s Views on Foreign Policy 


The Mirver 
of 
Public Opinion 


Recent statements of leading Republican presidential possibility 
lean toward international co-operation; his party's Mackinac Island 
declaration for joining with other nations has received his approval; 
evidence found of a change from his earlier “isolationist” attitude. 


From Editorial Research Reports 


With Gov. Dewey out in front for the 
Republican presidential nomination, and 
with the campaign likely to revolve around 
foreign policy, Dewey’s views on foreign 
policy become of especial interest, 

Gov. Dewey was generally classed as 
something of an isolationist prior to Pearl 
Harbor, but there was certainly nothing 
isolationist about the views on foreign pol- 
icy he expressed on Sept. 5, 1943, at the 
meeting of the Republican Advisory Coun- 
cil on Postwar Policy at Mackinac Island. 


When asked about his views on foreign 
policy, Dewey gave reporters copies of the 
foreign policy plank in the platform on 
which he was elected Governor of New 
York in 1942. Dewey was said to have writ- 
ten much of that platform, It said: 


“The United States must be prepared to 
undertake new obligations and responsibil- 
ities in the community of nations. We 
must co-operate with other nations to pro- 
mote the wider international exchange of 
goods and services, to broaden access to 
raw materials, to achieve monetary and 
economic stability and thus discourage the 
growth of rampant nationalism and its 
spawn: economic and military aggression. 
As a further safeguard, we must jom with 
other nations to secure the peace of the 
world, by force if necessary, against any 
outbreak of international gangsterism.” 


Indorsed Alliance With Great Britain 


Dewey came out for a foreign policy 
pretty much like that advocated in Walter 
Lippmann’s “U.S. Foreign Policy: Shield 
of the Republic,” which had been published 
less than three months previously. Dewey 
said: 

“We have had a de facto military alliance 
with Great Britain practically ever since 
the War of 1812. In the two principal 
cases since, when war was made on Britain, 
we went to her defense. . That the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain will con- 
tinue that alliance, and on a more formal 
basis, after this war, I should think very 
likely, and it would be in our interest, .. 
It would be hoped that in the working out 
of the peace; Russia and China might be 
included in that alliance.” 

However, prior to Pearl Harbor, Dewey 
seemed to wax isolationist or anti-isolation- 
ist according to circumstances. In an- 
nouncing in December, 1939, his candidacy 
for the 1940 Republican presidential nom- 


ination, he listed his principal advisers. 
At the top of the list was John Foster 
Dulles, who is understood now to be 


Dewey's chief adviser on foreign affairs 
and is being mentioned for Secretary of 
State if Dewey should become President. 


Advised U. S. to Stay Out of Europe 


After giving Dulles’ record, the Dewey 
statement said that on Oct. 28, 1939, Dulles 
had said he favored “some dilution or lev- 
eling off of the sovereignty principle as it 
prevails in the world today,” and that an 
orderly transition could be effected only 
under the leadership of the United States. 

AJjl this did not sound isolationist. But 
in his 1940 campaign in the preferential 
primary of Wisconsin, Dewey uttered what 
sounded like an isolationist credo. He de- 
clared the United States should: 

“Keep its hands wholly out of the Euro- 
pean war and out of any negotiations that 
may take place between the warring na- 
tions, now or al any other time. -.. We 


* 


must elect a Republican administration 
which will... keep completely out of the 
affairs of Europe.” 


As President Dewey might find the So- 
viet Union coy about co-operating with him, 
because of a speech he made in New York 
City on Jan. 20, 1940, He said the Roose- 
velt foreign policy was largely acceptable 
because “broadly” it had followed the Re- 
publican foreign policies of Secretaries of 
State Hughes, Kellogg and Stimson. But 
there had been one “most unfortunate de- 
parture.” 


Hard Words About Russia 


This was the diplomatic recognition of 
Soviet Russia, where “a godless Govern- 
ment had raised up to a state creed the 
sterile doctrine of atheism.” ‘The Com- 
munist Government had seized and main- 
tained power by murder and assassination. 
“It is a perversion of government, abhor- 
rent to the conscience of mankind.” The 
Roosevelt administration in recognizing the 
Soviet Government in 1933 was “gullible.” 
We needed no partnership with Russia, no 
“fuzzy-minded departures” from the estab- 
lished course of our foreign policy. ° 


This pronouncement seemed paralleled by 
Dewey’s original attitude on lend-lease aid 
to Great Britain, After the administration 
bill to that end had been introduced in Con- 
gress, Dewey said in Philadelphia, on Jan. 
15, 1941, that it would “bring an end to 
free government in the United States ,and 
abolish Congress, for all practical purposes.” 


But Dewey changed his mind fast. On 
the following Feb. 12, in a speech in Wash- 
ington, he followed the example of Wen- 
dell L. Willkie in supporting lend-lease, 
and offered what sounded like a collabo- 
rationist credo: 

“IT believe our party stands for all-out 
aid to the heroic people of Great Britain, 


"because we believe with all our hearts and 


all our souls in rendering all possible aid 
to free men-resisting tyrants.” 


Approaches International Viewpoint 


Dewey has progressed farther and farther 
from the keep-away-from-Europe philos- 
ophy he had»expounded in his primary 
campaign in Wisconsin in 1940. In May, 
1942, he called for co-operation by the Unit- 
ed States in postwar planning and re- 
marked that we could not hide behind the 
boundaries in geography. He asked for the 
rejection of Representative Hamilton Fish, 
outstanding isolationist, in the Republican 
primaries in New York in 1942, 


On June 20, 1943, at Columbus, O., he said 
the Republican party must take responsi- 
bility for a postwar program of interna- 
tional co-operation. He indorsed the anti- 
isolationist resolutions of the Republiean 
National Committee at Chicago in April, 
1943, the resolutions of the Mackinac con- 
ference and the Fulbright resolution, 


On April 4, he said the United States 
must work with Britain to keep the doors 
of Palestine opened to Jewish immigration. 
He denounced Gerald L. K. Smith as a 
would-be “polluter of the stream of Ameri- 
can life.” He called for “a system of in- 
ternational co-operation based on justice.”

Friends for Sport and Debate 


“Marais Temps Clair,” meas Leon. MeAdams. 

Out of a treasure-house of memories, Mrs, 
Clark McAdams has selected a few of the 
more precious ones and set them down in 
this slender volume. It was written for the 
friends of the late Clark McAdams, once 
editor of this editorial page, and it de- 
scribes with tenderness, with gaiety and 
with quiet charm one facet of his many- 


sided life—his love for Marais Temps Clair 


(Fair Weather Marsh). 

Marais Temps Clair is a duck-hunting 
club in St. Charles County in the delta be- 
tween the two rivers. From 1920 until he 
died in 1935, it was a gathering place in 
all seasons of the year for McAdams and 
his friends. It was a place to hunt ducks 
and snipe, to enjoy the changing beauty 
of the seasons, but to many St. Louisanas, 
of whom the writer is fortunately one, it 
was much more.

Mrs. McAdams’ book affectionately re- 


creates the long week ends when Socrates, 
as McAdams was called, was the focal 
point of conversational rallies, his brilliant 
wit and robust American humor leavening 
the lump when it became too soggy and 
serious. She recalls, when it was time for 
fun, how the cocktail shaker was brought 
out, the ducks prepared in the kitchen, the 
long table set for the meal. The hunting 
dogs lay lazily in front of the fire, and 
the crowded clubhouse echoed then with 
pleasant chatter, 

McAdams loved the marsh. He loved to 
pole a boat out into it at dawn during the 
hunting season, to jump the fat mallards 
out of the reeds, to hide behind a muskrat 
house and shoot the fast-flying teal and 
pintails overhead. He loved its vegetation, 
the lilies and the mallows. He loved the 
birds that lived there—meadow larks, red- 
winged blackbirds, egrets, herons, plover 
and the great flights of ducks that came 
annually to stay for a while on their way 
to the Gulf.

ASE C-219: Alfred P., aged 38, is an advertising executive. 
: “I was called for jury service a few months ago,” he in- 
formed me at luncheon recently. “The city was trying to 
buy a mans property so that it could straighten a street and 
eliminate a dangerous corner where several motorists had 
previously been killed. The owner of the property was trying 
to stick the city for an abnormally high price. The attorney 
for the city was an able man but quite deficient in his knowl- 
edge of applied psychology. He stated the facts briefly and 
kept to the point,

“BY CITING THE sales price of surrounding property in 
recent years and the current appraised evaluation, he con- 
clusively showed that this property holder was asking an ex- 
orbitant sum. But the attorney for the latter was an accom- 
plished legal psychologist. He stuck his thumbs in the arm- 
holes of his vest and talked to the jurors as equals. As is 
usually the case, he painted a pathetic verbal picture of this 
poor, defenseless man from whom a great city was trying to 
wrest his home. He almost had those jurors in tears when he 
depicted his client as the weak, abused victim of the great 
corporation. After we had retired from the court room to 
vote, the first ballot was 11 to 1 in favor of the property owner. 
I was the only man on the jury who voted by logic. The others 
had been stampeded by the patently emotional oratory of that 
clever lawyer,

“ON THE SECOND and third ballots, the vote remained 
the same. I saw that there was no hope of changing my 11 
opponents. Besides, I wanted to get back to work at my office. 
So on the fourth ballot I voted with the other 11, knowing that 
the city would appeal and obtain justice, ultimately. But notice 
the waste of time and the taxpayer’s money, Dr. Crane. This 
lengthy first trial came to naught because 11 men couldn’t dis- 
tinguish between crass emotionalism and sound logic, sup- 
ported with objective factual data. A second trial was neces- 
sary. Wouldn't it be a good thing if we could train some of 
our citizens in logic? Maybe we could thus have a panel of 
hundreds of trained jurors in every county from whom 12 could 
be selected for any given trial. We train our judges to preside, 
s0 why not train citizens to sit on the jury?”

The’ 
latter instantly is regarded as the under dog, or defenseless 
lamb. If our youth were trained in logic and taught to stick 
to the facts, despite clever emotional appeals, we'd have surer 
justice and much less waste of time or taxes in our court rooms.

peanut butter cookie and it 
sounds as though it might be an 
easy recipe to develop, but it 
wasn't. The following directions 
produce the best cookies of this 
variety that we have ever eaten. 
Leave the uncooked dough suc- 
cessfully in the refrigerator pro- 
vided you will keep it tightly cov- 
ered. When shaping, keep in mind 
‘making cookies of the same 
thickness and level on top in or- 
der that they aH bake evenly and 
in the same time. 


Peanut Butter Cookies, 


One and one-fourth cups all- 
purpose flour, three-fourths tea- 
spoon baking powder, one-fourth 
cup margarine, one-fourth cup 
butter, one-half cup granulated 
sugar, one-half cup brown sugar, 
one egg, beaten slightly, one-half 
cup peanut butter. Sift flour once, 
measure and resift once with bak- 
ing powder, Cream margarine and 
butter and sugars until soft and 
well blended, but not fluffy. Add 
egg, and peanut butter; mix thor- 
oughly, then add flour. Knead in 
the bowl only long enough to form 
a smooth dough. Divide into two 
parts and roll each part into a 
roll about one inch in diameter 
and cut into inch pieces. To save 
time, one may place the pieces, 
cut side down and one inch apart 
on ungreased cookie sheets. Press 
with the tip of a salad fork to 
form criss-crosses on top. To make 
a cookie with a surface less por- 
ous, roll the pieces between the 
palms of hands to form smooth 
balls. Lay on cookie sheets one 
inch apart and press with tip of 
salad fork to make criss-crosses. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) for 12 to 15 
minutes. Makes four dozen cookies 
one and one-half to two inches 
in diameter.

é< OLAROID” is a word intro- 
P duced not long ago to the 
science of physics, about 
which I guarantee you will hear 
a great deal in the brave new 
world of the future after this con- 
flict is over. 
What it represents is, in my

the politicians, and all the labor

effort is given to politics and so 
little to the enormously more im- 
portant subjects of science.

If you sit by an open win- 
dow you can wave to a friend out 
of the window in any direction, but 
if you are in jail behind a barred 
window you can wave to him only 
up and down. Polarized light rays 
come to your eyes in only one 
plane, either up or down or side- 
wise. Polarized lenses are “optical 
slots’ through which light vibra- 
tions have to squeeze. 

But with that advantage you 
can see a certain object in a land- 
scape that would be lost in con- 
fusion otherwise—this is why it is 
so valuable for airplane bombing. 
With polarized lenses glare can be 
controlled, completely eliminated. 
It will be a standard equipment of 
automobile headlights. These head- 
lights besides eliminating glare 
will pick out details of the road, 
pedestrians and driving  land- 
marks, even when passing another 
car. Office lighting will be 
changed, eliminating glare and 
increasing visibility.

Follow Current Fad of Wearing Coats Over Shoulders

HE men who -have complained 
T about the way women are 

wearing their coats thrown 
over their shoulders might as well 
quit their protesting. The fad not 
only is increasing in popularity 
but it is starting a new fashion. 
Before many months have passed 
we may be seeing real capes in 
abundance, so the coats may have 
some real competition. 

An increasing number of cape 
costumes are seen in the St. Louis 
shops and the designers are work- 
ing on others for presentation 
when the next season’s styles are 
launched.
